The  birth-rate  which  in  1938  fell  to  the  lowest  figure  within 
recent  years  namely  15-48,  has  now  risen  to  21-07  for  the  year  1946. 
The  death-rate  of  10-25  is  a reasonably  low  figure  and  is  not  likely  to 
be  reduced  to  any  great  extent  under  the  present  circumstances. 
The  infant  death-rate  of  31-34  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this 
Borough.  Such  a low  figure  would  have  been  considered  forty  years 
ago  as  outside  the  range  of  possibility.  For  the  second  year  in 
succession  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Deaths  from  Violence. 

Suicide.  Two  cases  occurred,  one  of  each  sex.  Death  in  each 
case  was  due  to  asphyxia  by  coal  gas. 

Other  Deaths  from  Violence.  There  were  ten  deaths  from 
other  forms  of  violence  and  all  were  adult  males.  One  was  due  to  a 
road  traffic  accident  involving  an  adult.  Three  deaths  were  due  to 
industrial  accidents  and  the  remaining  six  were  due  to  falls  or 
accidents  in  the  home  of  which  five  were  over  the  age  of  65  years.

SECTION  III 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  source  of  the  water  supply  which  is 
from  the  Meerbrook  Sough  and  the  two  boreholes  at  Whatstandwell. 
There  is  also  a connection  by  means  of  a six  inch  main  with  the  mains 
owned  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  This  connection  is  for  use 
in  case  of  emergency. 

The  quantity  of  water  was  sufficient  during  the  year  and  no 
restrictions  had  to  be  made  in  its  use.  The  quality  of  the  water  was 
satisfactory.  During  the  year  six  chemical  examinations  and  also 
six  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  water  going  into 
supply.  In  each  case  the  result  showed  the  water  to  be  of  satis- 
factory quality.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  which  receive  their  water  from 
the  public  water  mains  direct  to  houses  is  8,625.  The  number  of 
dwelling-houses  which  obtain  their  supply  by  means  of  stand-pipes 
is  eighty-one.  The  proportion  of  houses  and  the  proportion  of 
population  which  are  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes  is  less  than 
one  per  cent.

The  same  system  of  dry  refuse  collection  by  a contractor  has 
been  carried  out  together  with  its  disposal  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  in  such  a manner  as  to  improve  land  owned  by  the  Authority. 
The  main  purpose  of  the  land  is  for  the  provision  of  playing  fields. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

An  account  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  is  to  be  found  in 
the  Tables  at  the  end  of  this  report.  In  April  Mr.  R.  W.  Booth 
returned  from  active  service  and  it  was  possible  to  give  more  atten- 
tion to  property  in  need  of  repair.  A large  number  of  houses, 
namely,  126,  were  put  into  a state  of  good  repair  without  the  necessity 
to  use  statutory  powers.

During  the  year  the  three  sites  for  prefabricated  bungalows 
were  prepared  as  regards  the  roads  and  sewers  by  Messrs.  Hugh  Cox

Permanent  Houses. 

On  the  Cotmanhay  Farm  Estate  the  construction  of  all  roads, 
sewers  and  the  laying  of  gas  and  water  mains  was  completed. 
During  the  year  twenty-four  new  dwellings  on  this  Estate  were 
completed  by  Messrs.  F.  Sisson  & Sons  Ltd.  under  contract. 
The  first  pair  of  houses  were  let  on  the  20th  September,  1946. 

One  Council  house  in  Inglefield  Road  which  had  been  destroyed 
by  enemy  action  was  rebuilt  during  the  year.  Thirteen  new  houses 
were  built  by  private  enterprise  on  various  sites. 

Contracts  for  a further  199  houses  were  entered  into  during  the 
year. 


SECTION  V 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk. 

The  number  of  cow  keepers  registered  with  the  Authority  was 
twelve  and  their  cowsheds  were  inspected  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  retail  purveyors  of  milk  was  fifty-seven  and  their  super- 
vision accounted  for  101  visits  of  inspection.  One  dealer  was 
licensed  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  three  establishments 
were  licensed  for  the  production  of  Pasteurised  Milk  within  the  Area . 

Seven  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  tests, 
fifty-one  samples  were  taken  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  fifty- 
eight  samples  were  taken  for  the  Phosphatase  Test.  Only  one 
sample  was  unsatisfactory. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

No  slaughtering  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924,  took  place  in  this  Area.  The  fresh  meat  was  brought  in  from 
the  public  abattoir  in  Derby  to  the  central  depot  of  the  Ilkeston 
Butchers’  Buying  Committee  and  was  distributed  from  there  to  the 
various  butchers.  Under  licences  from  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
sixty-three  pigs  were  slaughtered  for  private  consumption,  of  these 
forty-nine  carcases  were  inspected.

SECTION  VI 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


General. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was 
477  which  was  nearly  half  the  number  notified  in  the  previous  year. 
The  measles  epidemic  abated  but  there  were  186  cases  during  the 
year.  The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  somewhat  above  the 
average  and  the  same  applied  to  Chicken  Pox.  There  were  very  few 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  Forty-four  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  and  thirty-nine  were  treated  in  hospital.  Of  the  total 
cases  twenty-eight  had  not  been  immunised  and  sixteen  had  been 
immunised.  Fortunately  all  the  cases  recovered.  In  fact  there 
were  no  deaths  from  the  ordinary  infectious  diseases. 

A table  is  appended  giving  details  of  infectious  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis,  which  is  dealt  with  in  the  next  section.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

During  1946  sessions  for  the  purpose  of  immunising  children 
against  Diphtheria  have  been  held  once  a month  at  the  Albert 
Street  Clinic. 

The  majority  of  children  attending  were  under  school  age,  the 
school  children  having  had  ample  opportunity  to  be  immunised  in 
former  years.  Fifty-six  children  from  the  schools,  however, 
attended  with  the  object  of  receiving  an  extra  “booster  ” dose. 
A birthday  card  and  consent  form  was  sent  to  every  child  on 
attaining  the  age  of  1 year.  The  attendance  of  those  consenting 
was  arranged  by  a definite  time  appointment  so  as  to  prevent  any 
unnecessary  waiting. 

The  total  attendance  of  children  was  1,140  and  the  average 
attendance  at  each  session  was  81*4.  During  the  year  the  number  of 
children  from  0-5  years  immunised  was  497  and  from  5-15  years  the 
number  was  eighty-three.

SECTION  VII 

TUBERCULOSIS 

New  Cases. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were 
seventeen  males  and  fourteen  females,  showing  an  increase  of  six 
on  the  previous  year.  As  regards  the  non-respiratory  form  the  new 
cases  were  three  males  and  three  females. 
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Deaths. 

There  were  eleven  deaths  which  is  a decrease  of  seven  on  the 
previous  year.  The  respiratory  form  accounted  for  nine  and  the 
non-respiratory  form  accounted  for  two.  All  deaths  except  two 
had  been  notified  as  being  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Particulars  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  deaths  from  this 
cause  are  given  in  the  following  table. 


Treatment. 

Arrangements  for  treatment  are  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council. 

Of  the  thirty-one  new  respiratory  cases  added  to  the  Tuber- 
culosis Register  during  the  year  five  patients  were  admitted  to 
the  Sanatorium.  Of  the  six  new  non-respiratory  cases  added  to  the 
Register  two  were  treated  at  Bretby.  Out  of  the  thirty-seven 
new  cases  six  patients  died  within  six  months.  At  the  end  of  1946 
there  was  a total  of  209  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register. 
Of  these  151  were  pulmonary  cases  and  fifty-eight  were  non- 
pulmonary  cases.

SECTION  VIII 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 
Ante-Natal  Care. 

One  ante-natal  session  has  been  held  every  week  on  Mondays 
throughout  the  year.  Each  session  is  attended  by  the  specialist 
medical  officer,  Dr.  Margaret  Glen  Bott.  The  total  attendances 
at  the  forty-nine  sessions  were  1,986,  and  the  average  number  of 
patients  at  each  session  was  40*5  as  compared  with  19*9  in  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  individual  patients  who  attended 
during  the  year  was  579  as  against  428  in  the  preceding  year.  Of 
these  individuals  498  were  new  cases,  compared  with  325  in  the 
preceding  year,  showing  an  increase  of  173  patients.  The  number  of 
expectant  mothers  who  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  represented 
eighty-three  per  cent  of  the  total  691  live  and  still-births  which  were 
registered  for  Ilkeston  during  the  year.  The  number  of  cases  who 
were  sent  into  hospital  on  account  of  expected  difficulty  was  129, 
and  a Caesarian  operation  was  performed  in  respect  of  fourteen 
cases.  X-ray  examinations  were  made  as  regards  thirty-three 
patients.  Blood  tests  for  the  Rhesus  factor  were  carried  out  in 
twenty  cases  and  of  these  sixteen  were  positive  and  four  were 
negative.  The  Ascheim  Zondek  test  was  carried  out  on  behalf  of  two 
cases.  Dental  treatment  for  six  expectant  mothers  was  given  by  the 
School  dentist. 

Post-Natal  Care. 

From  the  1st  May,  1946,  a post-natal  session  was  held  at  Albert 
Street  Clinic  once  a month  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month. 
Dr.  Glen  Bott  attended.  There  were  eight  sessions  and  the  number 
of  attendances  was  sixty-five. 

Municipal  Maternity  Home. 

The  year  1946  proved  to  be  disastrous  for  the  Maternity  Home. 
On  the  14th  March  the  Home  had  to  be  closed  on  account  of  the 
impossibility  of  obtaining  nursing  staff.  For  some  months  previous 
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to  the  closure  the  Home  had  been  kept  open  only  with  the  aid  of 
part-time  married  nurses  and  the  voluntary  assistance  of  the 
Health  Visitors.  The  illness  and  subsequent  retirement  on  pension 
of  both  the-  Matron,  Miss  L.  Wells  and  the  Sister,  Miss  A.  Dearden 
finally  brought  about  the  closure.  The  former  has  served  23  years 
and  the  latter  22  years.  Their  valuable  services  so  faithfully 
rendered  have  earned  the  thanks  of  thousands  of  inhabitants  of 
this  Borough. 

During  the  time  the  Home  was  open  thirty  cases  were  admitted. 
No  maternal  deaths  occurred  and  there  were  no  cases  of  puerperal 
fever.  Owing  to  the  closure  about  seventy  bookings  had  to  be 
cancelled.

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Arrangements  exist  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases  in  the 
Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women  at  Derby.  There  is  also  a consulting 
obstetrician  whose  opinion  and  assistance  can  be  obtained  in 
complicated  cases.  One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  notified 
and  removed  to  hospital. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

Enquiries  are  made  into  all  maternal  deaths.  Arrangements 
exist  by  which  difficult  obstretric  cases  can  be  taken  without  delay 
into  either  the  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women  or  the  Nottingham 
Hospital  for  Women.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  1946. 

Infantile  Deaths. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  are  enquired  into 
by  the  health  visitors,  and  their  reports  are  examined  by  the 
medical  officer  in  conjunction  with  the  child  welfare  record  card 
of  the  infant.  The  number  of  infantile  deaths  during  the  year  was 
twenty-one.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live-births  was 
3T34.

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Child  Life  Protection. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  209, 
the  health  visitors  perform  the  duties  of  child  protection  visitors 
in  their  several  districts  and  visit  any  foster  children  and  the 
premises  in  which  they  are  kept.  Under  Section  206  of  the  same 
Act,  notices  concerning  the  receiving  of  children  for  reward  have 
to  be  made  to  the  medical  officer  of  health. 

Adoption  of  Children  (Regulation)  Act,  1939. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  June,  1943.  Under 
Section  7 (3)  seven  persons  gave  notice  of  adoption  and  seven  children 
adopted  under  the  Section  came  under  supervision  during  the  year. 
It  has  been  the  practice  of  this  health  department  to  give  reports  to 
registered  adoption  societies  upon  would-be  adopters  and  their 
premises  and  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  their  suitability. 

Institutional  Provision. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  institutional 
provision  in  the  case  of  illegitimate  children  and  homeless  children. 
But  with  regard  to  unmarried  mothers  an  agreement  was  come  to 
with  the  Ilkeston  and  District  Moral  Welfare  Association  whereby 
this  Authority  agreed  to  give  financial  assistance  in  respect  of 
unmarried  mothers  from  Ilkeston  who  were  admitted  to  the  Diocesan 
Hostel,  Vernon  Street,  Derby,  as  from  the  first  of  April,  1946. 
There  were,  however,  no  cases  during  the  year.  Especial  care  is 
given  to  the  welfare  of  illegitimate  children  because  of  their  need. 
During  1946  the  illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  was  nil. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

In-patient  treatment  is  provided  at  Bretby  Hospital.  For 
out-patients  there  are  two  sessions  a week  held  at  the  Albert  Street 
Clinic  and  attended  by  the  County  Physiotherapist,  Miss  Garratt. 
The  orthopaedic  surgeon  attends  once  a month.  During  the  year 
fifty-three  children  under  school  age  attended.  Of  these  thirteen 
were  suffering  from  rickets,  nine  had  congenital  defects  and  thirty-one 
attended  for  various  other  defects. 

Premature  Infants. 

Out  of  a total  of  518  live-births  which  were  notified  during  the 
year  the  number  of  infants  who  weighed  5 Jibs,  or  less  at  birth 
(i.e.  defined  as  premature)  were  twelve.  Prematurity  was  given  as 
the  cause  of  death  in  the  case  of  seven  infants. 

Frequently  the  maternity  hospitals  have  retained  the  premature 
babies  until  they  are  fit  to  go  home.  Those  born  at  home  receive 
special  attention  and  advice  as  regards  nutrition  from  the  health 
visitors.  The  provision  of  more  in-patient  accommodation  in 
this  area  for  babies  would  be  very  welcome.

Illegitimate  Children. 

Out  of  a total  of  691  live  and  still-births  there  were  thirty-nine 
illegitimate  births.  This  is  a rate  of  5-6%.  On  the  whole  these 
babies  are  well  looked  after.  A register  is  kept  of  these  children  and 
the  health  visitors  are  notified  of  the  fact  so  that  the  progress  of  the 
children  can  be  observed.  In  addition  close  co-operation  exists 
between  this  department  and  the  trained  worker  of  the  local 
voluntary  moral  welfare  association  which  is  supported  by  an  annual 
subscription.  This  worker  has  done  much  to  help  the  mothers  of 
illegitimate  children  to  obtain  adopters  or  foster-parents  for  their 
babies.  If  an  infant  is  adopted  in  this  area  the  usual  supervision  is 
given.  It  is  always  possible  for  an  illegitimate  child  to  attend  one 
of  the  day  nurseries  if  the  mother  has  to  go  out  to  work. 

Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  year  108  children  of  under  school  age  received 
dental  treatment  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 


DAY  NURSERIES

Sanitary  Supervision  of  Music  Halls,  Theatres,  etc. 

Cinemas.  The  Scala,  Kings  Picture  House,  New  Theatre  and  Ritz 
Cinema  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  during  the  year,  both  during 
performances  and  at  times  when  the  premises  were  not  open  to  the  public. 
No  course  for  complaint  was  found.  The  records  kept  under  the  Young 
Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1938,  have  been  checked  from  time  to  time. 

Premises  with  Music  and  Dancing  Licences.  These  have  been 
inspected  occasionally  during  the  year,  particularly  those  which  are  used  most 
frequently  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint.

The  Boats  were  registered  to  carry  forty  adults  and  two  children  and  when 
inspected  the  number  of  occupants  were  seven  men,  six  women  and  twelve 
children.  The  certificates  of  registration  were  produced  for  all  except  two 
boats.  These  two  boats  Stanton  57  and  58  registered  at  Ilkeston  Nos.  105  and 
106,  had  been  recently  painted  and  the  registration  certificates  mislaid.  In 
order  to  avoid  keeping  the  boats  in  dock  until  the  certificates  were  found,  I 
issued  temporary  cover  notes.  Two  of  the  boats  (Stanton  55  and  56)  were 
verminous  and  were  docked  for  fumigation.  The  remainder  were  properly 
marked,  clean  and  in  good  repair.  No  persons  appeared  to  be  suffering  from 
any  infectious  disease. 

No  complaint  notes  were  issued  and  no  boats  were  registered  or  removed 
from  the  register  during  the  year.
